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Editorial 
Project  '85 


In  1986  St  Andrew's  College  cele- 
brates its  sixtieth  year  at  Aurora. 
Festivities  to  mark  the  anniversary 
were  held  last  October  26th.  It 
was  a  beautiful  Indian  summer 
day  and  Andreans  turned  out  in 
record  numbers.  Following  words 
of  welcome  by  Chairman  of  the 
Board  Peter  Harris,  Leonard 
Lumbers  '26,  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  cut  the  ribbon 
formally  opening  the  new  class- 
room addition  to  McLaughlin  Hall. 
A  barbeque  luncheon  was  served 
around  the  quad  while  the  78th 
Fraser  Highlanders,  one  of  the 
leading  pipe  bands  in  the  world, 
entertained  those  assembled. 

One  could  draw  a  parallel  be- 
tween 1925  and  1985.  During  those 
vears  the  school  underwent  great 
physical  changes.  In  1925,  a  new 
school  had  been  built  and  the 
move  from  Rosedale  largely  com- 
pleted. In  1985,  the  physical 
changes  were  less  profound  on 
the  outside.  However,  with  the 
addition  of  new  classrooms  and 
extensive  renovations  to  Dunlap 
Hall,  the  life  of  both  students  and 
staff  has  been  materially  upgraded. 

Recent  phvsical  changes  at  the 
school  have  been  designated 
Project  '85  and  Old  Boys  and 
parents  alike  have  received  bro- 
chures describing  the  undertaking 
and  its  cost.  As  in  1925,  Project  '85 
points  up  the  continuing  appetite 
for  capital  funds.  In  1925,  the 
founders  and  supporters  of  St. 
Andrew's  College  were  looking  at 
a  total  bill  of  about  $800,000. 

The  cost  of  Project  '85  is 
$1,600,000  or  roughly  double  the 
cost  of  building  the  entire  school 
sixty  years  ago.  Your  Association 
and  the  Foundation  have  appealed 
for  funds  and  are  pleased  to  report 
that  all  segments  of  the  St. 
Andrew's  community  are  respond-

ing  with  enthusiasm.  Old  Bovs' 
Annual  Giving  is  being  received 
in  record  numbers  and  record 
dollars.  This  special  appeal  is  the 
first  directed  to  funding  Project  '85. 
The  Parents'  Annual  Giving  Cam- 
paign this  year  is  dedicated  to 
providing  a  classroom  in  the  new 
wing  of  McLaughlin  Hall. 

People  make  financial  campaigns 
successful  and  your  Association 
would  like  to  recognize  those 
directing  Old  Boy  Giving.  Chair- 
man Scott  Marshall  '67,  Vice 
Chairmen  Jim  Good  '68  and 
Charlie  Edwards  '70,  plus  the  "Year 
Reps"  for  each  graduating  class  all 
deserve  high  praise. 

We  are  equally  proud  and  grati- 
fied with  the  progress  of  the 
Parents'  campaign  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  Malcolm 
Archibald.  Parents  representing 
each  of  the  school's  24  classes 
contacted  other  parents  directly 
and  are  receiving  excellent  support. 
Malcolm  Archibald's  son,  Derek,  is 
a  Prefect  and  in  Grade  13.  Derek's 
maternal  grandfather  is  Doug 
Wood,  a  SAC  graduate  of  the  year 
'18. 

If  you  did  not  attend  High- 
landers' Homecoming  '85  we 


suggest  you  take  a  trip  to  the 
school  in  1986.  You  will  see  that 
the  renovations  to  Dunlap  Hall 
allow  the  administration  of  the 
school  to  function  more  efficiently 
and  give  our  larger  teaching  staff 
more  work  room  and  much  im- 
proved space  in  the  enlarged 
masters'  common  room.  Laidlaw 
House  day  boys  now  have  their 
own  common  room  which  gives 
them  a  heightened  sense  of  com- 
munity within  their  school.  Asso- 
ciation and  Foundation  offices  are 
on  the  main  floor,  twenty-one 
years  after  Jim  Hamilton  set  up 
shop  in  the  basement! 

In  the  new  wing  of  McLaughlin 
Hall  there  are  six  new  classrooms, 
replacing  four  in  Dunlap  Hall, 
which  incorporate  the  latest  in 
school  architecture.  Notable  is 
the  computer  room  where  stations 
for  22  micro  computers  have  been 
installed.  Large  windows  between 
the  classroom  and  the  adjacent 
master's  office  give  an  appearance 
of  continuity  and  allow  good  con- 
trol and  security.  The  Art  Room 
with  a  large  north  facing  skylight 
has  plenty  of  free  space  to  set  up 
for  model  or  object  drawing  and 
painting.  The  entire  wing  is  fur- 
nished with  simple  but  durable 
materials  and  blends  appropriately 
with  the  existing  building. 

The  changes  and  additions  of 
Project  '85  illustrate  the  continuing 
dynamic  process  by  which  St 
Andrew's  meets  the  needs  of  the 
best  educational  standards  of  a 
world-class  school.  For  those  who 
have  given  to  Project  '85,  thank 
you.  For  those  who  have  yet  to 
make  a  financial  contribution, 
please  view  the  results  of  the 
program  and  join  the  growing 
group  of  supporters  of  SAC.

Chairman's  Message 
McLaughlin  Hall  Addition

Welcome  to  this  ceremony  mark- 
ing the  opening  of  this  addition  to 
McLaughlin  Hall,  and  the  renova- 
tions to  Dunlap  Hall. 

While  this  project  may  not 
appear  to  be  very  dramatic  or 
"grand",  it  does  address  many 
requirements  of  the  school  now, 
and  for  the  future.  It  is  the  cul- 
mination of  four  years  of  clarifica- 
tion of  priorities,  and  of  planning, 
much  of  this  under  the  leadership 
of  Mr.  Dennis  Hawley,  and  subse- 
quently of  a  committee  chaired  by 
Mr.  Keith  Pilley.  We  are  very 
grateful  for  the  excellent  input  of, 
and  execution  by,  our  professional 
advisors,  Mr.  Victor  Steeper  of 
Rounthwaite,  Dick  and  Hadlev,  a 
parent,  and  Andrew  Dalton  '78  of 
Dalton  Engineering. 

Amongst  the  benefits  gained 
from  this  project  are  ...  a  superb 
new  art  facility,  six  new  class- 
rooms, a  new  common  room  for 
the  day  boy  house,  an  enlarged 
common  room  for  the  masters  .  .  . 
and  the  list  goes  on! 


Lest  one  feel  that  this  project 
speaks  only  to  the  academic  and 
administrative  sides  of  St  Andrew's, 
I  would  submit  that  it  is  best  seen 
in  the  context  of  ongoing  improve- 
ment that  touches  all  sides  of  the 
school.  By  way  of  illustration  .  .  . 
five  or  six  years  ago,  many  of  us 
gathered  just  a  few  feet  west  of 
here  as  the  late  Mrs.  Lucille 
Housser  Fisher  officially  opened 
the  new  gymnasium.  Subsequent 
to  that  we  have  completely  refur- 
nished the  chapel,  developed  a 
new  music  facility,  built  a  new 
housemaster's  house,  and  made 
improvements  to  the  boarding 
facilities  (though  there  is  much 
still  to  do  in  that  regard).  We  have 
also  added  four  new  tennis  courts 
and  rebuilt  the  old  courts, 
developed  a  fine  new  field  oppo- 
site the  Masters'  houses  and  com- 
pletely redrained  and  rebuilt  all  of 
the  lower  fields. 

For  all  these  changes  and  im- 
provements, the  thing  that  im- 
presses me  most  as  I  walk  about 


this  beautiful  campus,  developed 
sixty  years  ago,  is  not  how  much 
has  required  change,  but  how  little! 
We  may  only  prav  that  the 
Governors  of  this  day  may  show 
some  of  the  wisdom  and  foresight 
of  the  Governors  of  sixty  years 
ago,  and  of  which  we,  today,  are 
the  beneficiaries! 

All  of  this  is  said  mindful  that  if 
St.  Andrew's  is  to  be  excellent, 
and  that  is  our  unending  quest,  it 
will  be  so  because  of  our  students, 
our  Headmaster,  and  our  academic 
staff,  .  .  .  the  buildings  are  but  the 
tools  they  require  to  reach  that  goal! 

And  now  to  Len  Lumbers. 

Len,  you  are  an  illustrious  grad- 
uate of  1926.  You  have  served 
your  country,  your  community, 
and  this  school  with  great  distinc- 
tion and  we  are  proud  of  you. 

Would  you  now,  as  a  represen- 
tative of  your  era,  ....  and  many 
of  that  era  are,  happily,  here  with 
us  today  .  .  .  .  ,  officially  open 
these  new  facilities.

Headmaster's  Message 
On  Tlie  Horizon 


Everyone  looks  forward  to  a  Con- 
vention -  a  gathering  of  the 
'troops'  with  similar  objectives, 
concerns  and  problems.  It  is  no 
wonder,  then,  that  a  Conference 
which  brings  together  the  Heads 
of  Independent  Schools  from 
across  Canada  to  a  different  loca- 
tion each  Fall,  stimulates  the 
imagination  and  ranks  among  the 
highlights  of  an  academic  year. 

Thus,  when  the  Chairmanship 
of  the  1985  Conference  was  offered 
to  SAC  and  me,  I  considered  it  an 
honour  and  a  challenge.  Naturally 
I  accepted. 

Planning  for  a  total  of  225 
people  for  a  variety  of  events  over 
a  3-day  period  was  a  monumental 
task.  This  number  included  the 
Board  Chairmen,  who  were  invited 
to  the  closing  dinner,  and  all 
former  Heads.  In  effect,  the  day- 
to-day  affairs  were  geared  to  the 
100  or  so  active  participants  divided 
equally  between  men  and  women. 

Bypassing  the  myriad  of  details 


indigenous  to  such  gatherings, 
please  allow  me  to  touch  on  some 
of  the  highlights. 

It  was  adjudged  that  3  full  days 
in  the  thriving  metropolis  of 
Aurora  might  be  somewhat  taxing 
to  our  culture-seeking  colleagues. 
We,  therefore,  established  our 
base  at  the  Westin  Hotel  in  down- 
town Toronto.  Not  to  deprive  our 
visitors  completely,  we  gave  them 
a  taste  of  the  real  world  by  bussing 
them  to  our  campus  for  the 
opening  Chapel  service  -  followed 
by  dinner  in  our  modest  abode. 
Armed  with  awe,  envy  and  spiri- 
tual well-being,  our  guests  were 
then  treated  for  the  next  3  days  to 
a  bevy  of  exciting  speakers,  good 
food  and  an  ambiance  of  friend- 
ship and  meaningful  communica- 
tion. 

The  theme  of  the  Conference  - 
ON  THE  HORIZON  -  allowed  for 
much  flexibility  in  our  programme. 
We  held  sessions  on  Evaluation, 
Education  and  the  Law,  Fund- 


raising,  Scholarships,  Financial  Aid, 
Discipline,  Admission  Procedures. 
The  culturally  inclined  were  also 
entertained  at  a  viewing  of  the 
Kreighoff  paintings  at  the  Thomson 
Gallery. 

The  'clou  de  la  fin',  was  pro- 
vided by  one  of  our  famous  Old 
Boys,  the  Honourable  John  Crosbie, 
who  was  the  guest  speaker  at  the 
closing  dinner  in  the  Great  Hall  at 
Hart  House.  As  usual,  he  was 
entertaining,  witty  and  .  .  .  political. 

We  are  grateful  to  so  many 
people  for  their  contribution  to 
the  success  of  the  Conference  that 
I  will  simply  reiterate  what  has 
been  said  to  them  already  and 
leave  them  with  the  understanding 
that  it  will  be  St.  Andrew's  turn 
again  57  years  from  now  -  and 
that  they  should  mark  this  in  their 
calendar.

President's  Report 


Highlights  of  the  President's  Report  to 
the  Ladies'  Guild  annual  meeting 
October  16,  1985. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bedard,  Honoured 
Guests  &  Fellow  Guild  Members: 
It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to 
present  the  President's  report  at 
this  our  50th  Annual  Meeting. 

We  must  salute  our  founding 
President,  Mrs.  N.W.  Rowell,  and 
her  executive,  as  without  their  ini- 
tial effort  we  might  not  be  stand- 
ing here  today,  having  accom- 
plished many  things  for  our 
Andreans  that  are  not  covered 
under  tuition  fees. 

It  is  so  important  that  we  re- 
mind ourselves  of  our  purpose  -to 
bring  Mothers  and  Guardians  of 
boys  in  closer  contact  with  one 
another  and  with  the  school,  to 
contribute  in  a  practical  way  to  the 
boys'  welfare  and  to  provide 
Scholarship  and  Tuition  Assistance 
where  needed. 

Our  50th  year  has  been  an  ex- 
citing one  starting  with  a  short 
and  concise  history  of  the  Guild 
for  the  special  Edition  Of  The 
Andrean,  written  by  our  Honourary 
President,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Plaxton. 

To  those  mothers  whose  sons 
have  graduated  or  left  St.  Andrew's 
to  continue  their  education  else- 
where and  who  have  taken  our 
Life  Membership,  our  most  sincere 
thanks.  This  membership  is  a  direct 
contribution  to  the  Foundation 
Scholarship  Fund.  As  of  September 
1985,  there  are  approximately  350 
paid  Life  Members. 

Our  active  paid  up  membership 
this  year  totals  266.  We  encourage 
you  all  to  become  Guild  Members 
as  only  in  this  way  may  you  re- 
ceive all  Guild  material. 

We  were  saddened  by  the  un- 
timely death  of  former  master,  and 
friend  to  many,  Richard  Gibb. 
Dick,  or  Gibber  as  he  was  best 
known,  will  be  fondly  remembered 


as  Head  of  the  Geography  Depart- 
ment, travelling  with  his  sidekick 
J.  Stan  McFarlane,  and  his  "Ship- 
wreck" tours  that  he  took  each 
March  with  many  of  our  boys  to  a 
deserted  tropical  island. 

He  was  a  caring  individual, 
always  willing  to  share  his  time, 
knowledge,  and  sense  of  humour 
with  others.  He  will  be  missed. 

The  Guild  Executive  held  seven 
meetings  this  year,  and  I  thank 
Mrs.  Ann  McLean,  our  Recording 
Secretary,  for  her  exceptionally 
well  organized  and  prompt  atten- 
tion to  the  minutes  of  these 
meetings. 

On  May  8th,  Mrs.  Dianne 
Leggett  represented  St.  Andrew's 
College  at  a  one  day  Independent 
School's  Conference  hosted  by 
Havergal  College.  The  topic  dis- 
cussed was  "Teenage  Abuse  of 
Alcohol  and  Drugs,  and  Wide- 
spread Underage  Consumption". 
The  mandate  of  this  meeting  was 
to  form  a  position  statement. 

Several  representatives  from 
different  schools  shared  the 
approach  they  had  taken  with  this 
problem.  Many  schools  have  had 
speakers  address  or  interact  directly 
with  the  student  body. 

We  at  St.  Andrew's  invited  Dr. 
Jim  Rankin,  former  Director  to 
Addiction  Research  Foundation, 
Clinical  Research  Centre,  Toronto, 
to  address  our  executive  on  the 
problem.  The  ultimate  goal  was  to 
act  as  a  unit  or  network  to  make 
parents  aware  of  the  seriousness 
of  the  situation  and  the  legalities 
involved.  This  plan  is  slowly  being 
put  into  action  with  very  positive 
results. 

Due  to  increasing  inclement 
weather  conditions  and  lowered 
attendance,  we  moved  our  Winter 
Meeting  to  Rosedale  Golf  Club. 
The  Meeting  was  held  on  Wed- 
nesday, February  13th,  1985  and 
we  were  honoured  to  have  as  our 
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Guest  Speaker,  The  Honourable 
Barbara  McDougall,  M.P.,  P.C., 
Minister  of  State,  Finance.  Barbara 
thrilled  us  all  with  her  rhetoric  on 
her  new  life  as  a  politician  and  the 
opportunities  for  women  in  poli- 
tics. 

At  this  meeting  we  introduced  a 
new  member  to  the  executive, 
Mrs.  Sally  Giles.  Sally  took  over  as 
Assistant  June  Ball  Convenor  and 
Publicity  Chairman  and  performed 
her  duties  extremely  proficiently. 

On  May  8th,  we  returned  to  the 
school  for  our  Spring  Meeting 
which  began  with  the  sounds  of 
the  St.  Andrew's  College  Stage 
band,  followed  by  our  speaker, 
MarySue  McCarthy,  Associate  Pro- 
fessor of  York  University.  MarySue 
spoke  on  the  feelings  of  the 
adolescent  today  and  how  we  as 
parents  may  best  channel  these 
sensitivities. 

On  May  11th,  the  Ladies'  Guild 
Executive  and  many  Guild  mem- 
bers were  present  once  again  at 
Mayfest  with  their  array  of  baked 
goods,  (supplied  by  mothers  of 
students).  S.A.C.  Gifts  and  S.A.C. 
Rack  were  on  hand  to  benefit  the 
boys  and  their  parents.  The  Tea 
Room  was  in  operation  once  more 
and  our  latest  addition  "Artisans" 
drew  a  large  audience  as  they 
displayed  their  wares.  We  realized 
a  profit  of  $1787.00  and  would 
like  to  thank  the  many  mothers 
and  friends  who  donated  and  pur- 
chased that  day.  Our  hats  go  off  to 
the  boys  for  once  again  arranging 
this  Spring  Fair  to  benefit  a  charity 
of  their  choice. 

On  Friday,  June  14th,  the  Great 
Hall  was  alive  with  preparation  for 
the  June  Ball  that  evening.  It  was 
pleasing  to  see  so  many  volun- 
teers offer  their  services  to  trans- 
form the  Dining  Hall  into  a  beauti- 
ful ballroom.  I  couldn't  help  but 
feel  the  excitement  among  mem-

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Each  year  at  St.  Andrew's  College,  there 
are  several  events  that  are  very  special. 
They  are  the  events  that  gather  the  whole 
"Andrean  Family"  in  one  location.  The 
annual  Carol  Service,  for  this  and  other 
reasons,  is  special  indeed. 

For  those  Andreans  who  happen  to  live 
and  study  at  St.  Andrew's  College,  the 
special  nature  of  this  event  is,  at  first 
glance,  somewhat  doubtful.  Rising  early  in 
the  morning  to  practice  Christmas  Carols 
in  November  is  hardly  what  one  might 
describe  as  a  "thrilling  experience".  At  St. 
Andrew's,  however,  it  has  long  been  the 
case  that  every  single  student  practices  for, 
and  takes  an  active  part  in,  the  Carol 
Service.  No  opportunity  here  to  simply  sit 
back  and  let  some  choir  do  it  all! 

In  the  "good  old  days"  things  were 
somewhat  tougher  (they  always  were  if 
you  ask  any  old  boy!).  The  early  practices 
still  existed  and  there  were  at  least  three 


Carol  services  in  the  St.  Andrew's  Chapel, 
in  order  that  the  hoards  of  doting  parents 
and  relatives  might  be  squeezed  into  a 
seat  to  hear  the  end  result. 

For  the  last  ten  years,  the  service  has 
been  held  in  Toronto  in  a  large  downtown 
Church;  and  for  the  last  several  years  at 
St.  Paul's  Anglican  Church  on  Bloor  Street 
This  last  stop  seems  most  appropriate  in 
light  of  S.A.C.'s  traditional  past  in  nearby 
Rosedale. 

For  nearly  two  thousand  years  now  the 
tradition  of  the  season  of  Christ's  birth  has 
led  mankind  to  share  in  a  spirit  of  peace 
and  goodwill  among  men.  This  ancient 
story  has  been  told  and  retold;  and  seldom 
do  we  tire  of  the  message.  The  chronology 
of  the  service  itself  is  to  relate  this 
message.  The  time  of  waiting,  followed  by 
the  birth  of  the  babe,  and  finally;  the 
adoration  of  the  Christ-child  by  the  shep- 
herds, wise  men,  and  us  all.        \,  • 
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The  time  has  finally  arrived;  and  parents 
and  grandparents,  old  bovs  and  friends, 
await  the  start  of  the  service.  The  next 
hour  and  ten  minutes  will  witness  soloists, 
instrumentalists,  choirs,  and  the  whole 
congregation  singing  and  hearing  readings 
about  this  birth. 

But  it  is  in  the  final  moments  of  the 
service  that  we  are  perhaps  most  reminded 
of  our  past.  A  lone  piper  plays  a  verse  of 
"Amazing  Grace"  which  echoes  through, 
this  huge  building  and  around  the  heads 
of  the  nearly  three  thousand  who  are 
present. 

There  are  more  than  a  few  moist  eyes  as 
all  sing: 

"Through  many  dangers,  toils  and  snares,  1 
have  already  come;  'tis  grace  hath  brought  me 
safc  thus  far,  and  grace  will  lead  me  home. 
When  we've  been  there  ten  thousand  years. 
bright  shining  as  the  sun;  we've  no  less  daus 
to  sing  Gods  praise  than  when  we've  first  begun.

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Old  Boys  in  the  News 
Hie  Brick  Brewing  Story 


Jim  Brickman,  St.  Andrew's  1967  - 
2972,  is  founder  and  President  of 
Buck  Brewing  Co.  Limited  of  Wati 
Ontario. 

The  following  article  is  reprinted 
with  permission  of  Wine  Tidings 
Magazine  and  appeared  in  their 
October  1985  issue. 

If  vou  should  ask  Jim  Brickman 
why  his  brewery's  lager  has  a 
boar's  head  as  its  emblem,  he'll 
tell  you  ifs  a  long  story.  If  there's 
time,  he'll  go  far  enough  to  ex- 
plain it  isn't  a  boar,  but  a  wart- 
hog.  Why  a  wart-hog?  Well,  as  he 
says,  ifs  a  long  story,  and  he'd 
rather  talk  about  the  taste  of  his 
beer. 

Brick  Premium  Lager  is  worth 
talking  about.  Canada  prides  itself 
on  being  a  nation  noted  for  its 
abdominal  storage  capacity  for 
suds,  yet  the  average  brew  is  about 
as  exciting  as  Un-Cola  with  a  kick 
Every  new  product  on  the  shelves 
has  been  so  carefully  market  re- 
searched, so  well  targeted  at  hap- 
less Yuppies,  pickup-driving  wel- 
ders and  other  archetypal  segments 
of  the  collective  drinking  masses, 
that  it  has  no  character  at  all  by 
the  time  it  is  sold  to  them.  If  as 
much  were  spent  on  hops  for  the 
brew  as  went  on  advertising  the 
brand  to  position  it  for  the 
market. . . 

Anyway,  Brick  is  a  brew  that 
has  no  advertising,  and  is  worthy 
of  note  for  that  reason  alone.  The 
fact  that  it  has  a  solid,  distinctive 
flavour  from  a  well-chosen  blend 
of  hops  means  that  Ontario  has 
joined  British  Columbia  as  one  of 
the  provinces  that  can  make  an 
honest  beer  once  more. 

The  Brick  Brewing  Co.  Ltd.  has 
as  its  headquarters  a  160  year-old 
building  on  King  Street  West  in 
Waterloo.  An  empty's  throw  away, 
giant  Labatf  s  has  a  brewery,  and 


the  wind,  on  a  breezy  day,  will 
carry  the  empty's  tossed  bottlecap 
on  to  the  Seagram  distillery  and 
its  accompanying  museum.  This 
description  of  the  closeness  of 
Brickman's  premises  to  the  major 
league  competitors  is  not  intended 
to  provoke  bottle-heaving  contests 
in  the  streets  of  Waterloo,  but  it 
does  underline  Brickman's  lack  of 
apprehension  in  taking  on  major- 
league  competition.  He  knows  that 
if  anything,  the  change  in  style  his 
lager  represents  could  mean  a 
threat  to  the  beer  conglomerates, 
rather  than  the  other  way  around. 

Brickman,  now  in  his  early  30s, 
conceived  the  idea  for  his  brewery 
some  seven  years  ago.  He  was 
running  an  advertising  and  pro- 
motional business  at  the  time,  and 
decided  that  more  than  anything, 
he  would  like  to  operate  a  small- 
scale  brewery  on  the  old  European 
model.  It  would  be  the  kind  of 
place  that  made  the  best  product  it 
could,  to  appeal  to  those  who 
appreciated  a  beer  with  some 
character,  and  that  would  welcome 
its  customers  rather  than  intimi- 
date them  with  its  size. 

He  spoke  to  manv  people, 
examined  his  markets,  and  finally 
settled  on  setting  up  shop  in  his 
home  town  of  Waterloo,  an  hour's 
drive  from  downtown  Toronto. 
Raising  the  $2.2  million  needed  to 
buy  the  proper  equipment  took 
time  but  last  fall  he  was  ready  to 
go  ahead.  He  took  over  most  of 
the  old  furniture  factory  where  his 
advertising  firm  had  office  space, 
proceeded  to  buy  all-new  brewing 
and  bottling  equipment,  and  began 
to  chew  his  nails  as  his  chosen  D- 
day  approached  -  with  no  brew- 
master  on  staff. 

That  problem  was  solved  when 
Brickman,  who  enjoys  globetrotting, 
found  Harold  Sowade  in  a  German 
brewery  and  enticed  him  to 
Canada.  Sowade  arrived  in  October 


to  meet  a  November  20th  produc- 
tion deadline. 

"Some  visitors  from  a  major 
brewery  looked  in  and  figured 
we'd  never  make  it,"  says  Brick- 
man. "There  was  still  equipment 
all  over  the  place  and  we  were 
working  to  a  remarkable  timetable." 

The  skeptics  stopped  grinning 
when  the  first  brewing  began  just 
24  hours  behind  schedule.  On 
December  18th  -  Brickman's  birth- 
day -  the  first  batch  of  lager  was 
bottled. 

Brick  Premium  Lager  uses  local 
Waterloo  water,  Canadian  barley 
for  malting,  and  a  special  blend  of 
Spakle  and  Hallertau  hops  from 
Germany.  The  result  is  a  brew  that 
is  more  full-bodied  than  other 
Canadian  lagers,  with  a  distinctive 
bitter  tang  in  its  finish.  The  alco- 
holic strength  is  the  normal  five 
per  cent,  but  the  whole  effect  is 
closer  to  some  European  lagers 
than  the  anemic  North  American 
norm. 

(A  lager,  to  simplify  the  defini- 
tion, is  a  beer  that  has  been  clari- 
fied by  lagering  or  by  storage  in  a 
cold  cellar.  Today  giant  steel  vats 
with  coolers  do  the  work  of  the 
cellar  but  the  principle,  and  the  28 
days  the  process  takes,  remain  the 
same). 

The  first  year's  gameplan 
assumed  an  operating  loss  but 
events  cheerfully  conspired  against 
such  pessimism.  The  brewery  store 
and  the  few  Brewers  Retail  outlets 
carrying  Brick  sold  out  constantly, 
and  queues  formed  through  the 
winter  on  the  mornings  fresh 
stocks  were  to  be  ready. 

At  winter's  end,  production  was 
at  about  a  thousand  cases  per 
week,  but  demand  skyrocketed 
way  beyond  that.  Ontario's  three 
biggest  breweries  went  on  strike, 
causing  a  beer  drought.  Any

Comeback  for  the  Kilt 
A  Quiet  Resurrection

The  kilt,  having  all  but  died  out 
as  an  everyday  garment,  is  making 
a  quiet  comeback  as  a  symbol  of 
Scottish  pride. 

If  s  not  the  sort  of  attire  your 
average  Scot  would  wear  to  the 
office  or  the  Friday  night  poker 
game.  But  it  is  popping  up  with 
increasing  frequency  at  ceremonial 
occasions  like  weddings,  dinner 
dances  and  school  graduations. 

Its  resurrection  is  being  helped 
by  a  wave  of  roots-mania  among 
Scots  abroad,  and  even  the  fashion 
world  is  toying  with  tartan. 

The  number  of  Scots  who  still 
wear  the  kilt  as  an  everyday  gar- 
ment are  believed  to  number  only 
a  few  hundred.  "It's  not  good  for 
sitting  behind  a  desk  or  driving  a 
car,"  says  Bernard  Lawson,  who 
manages  his  family  kiltmaking 
business  in  Edinburgh,  the  Scottish 
capital. 

"But  if  s  fine  for  walking  and 
dancing"  he  said  in  an  interview. 


"Men  often  tell  me  they  prefer  the 
kilt  to  a  tuxedo.  They  say  tuxedos 
make  them  look  like  penguins." 

Mr.  Lawson  says  Scotswomen 
buy  five  per  cent  of  his  output 
and  use  the  garment  for  everyday 
wear  rather  than  for  formal 
occasions. 

However,  the  kilt  has  always 
been  overwhelmingly  associated 
with  men. 

"If  s  a  way  of  saying  I  know 
who  I  am  and  I  know  where  I 
came  from,"  says  James  Adam, 
vice-chairman  of  the  Scottish 
International  Gathering  Trust, 
which  organizes  mass  reunions  of 
Scots  scattered  around  the  world 
and  has  done  much  to  bring 
Scottish  national  pride  back  into 
style. 

To  many  foreigners,  the  kilt 
evokes  either  Highland  romance 
or  tired  old  jokes  about  what 
Scotsmen  wear  underneath,  and 
some  Scots  will  confide  that  the 
romance  is  a  bit  of  a  con  job 
cooked  up  by  Sir  Walter  Scott,  the 
novelist. 

In  its  original  form,  the  kilt 
swaddled  the  Highlander's  entire 
body  until  1746  and  Bonnie  Prince 
Charlie's  ill-fated  rebellion.  The 
English  decided  that  the  best  way 
to  keep  the  troublesome  Scots  in 
their  place  was  to  put  them  in 
breeches. 

But  in  1782  the  ban  on  kilts  was 
lifted,  and  Highlanders  were  en- 
couraged to  join  the  British  army 
and  wear  their  tartan  with  pride. 

A  whole  system  developed  of 
clan  identification  through  tartan 
pattern  and  color.  Even  today, 
when  the  clan  system  survives  in 
little  more  than  name,  the  average 
Scot  only  has  to  consult  one  of  the 
numerous  reference  books  on 
tartan  to  know  which  kilt  to  buy. 

The  trouble  with  the  kilt  is  that 
you  can't  just  slip  it  on  and  blend 
into  the  flow.  Worn  about  five 


centimetres  too  high  or  low  at  the 
knee  it  may,  as  Mr.  Adam  politely 
puts  it,  "cause  amusement." 

John  Orr,  a  Scottish  islander 
and  well-known  portrait  photo- 
grapher, says  he  hasn't  worn 
trousers  for  50  years.  "The  kilt  is 
colorful,  warm  in  winter  and  cool 
in  summer,"  he  said. 

"In  my  business  I'm  my  own 
boss  so  I  can  wear  what  I  like, 
though  I  don't  know  whether  an 
office  manager  would  look  too 
favorably  on  his  employees  dashing 
about  in  a  kilt." 

Mr.  Orr  carries  a  skeandhu,  a 
tiny  dagger,  in  his  sock,  explaining 
with  a  wintry  smile  that  "if  any 
Sassenach  (Englishman)  gives  me 
trouble  I  can  cut  his  gizzard."

School  Teachers 

Past  and  Present 


Ken  Ives 
(S.A.C.  1937-73) 

Ken  Ives  took  to  retirement  like  a 
cat  to  milk.  Twelve  years  after 
shutting  the  Mac  House  Duty 
Office  door  for  the  last  time,  he 
still  looks  tall  and  lean  and  fit.  If 
you  drive  to  school  at  8  of  a 
morning,  you  can  see  him  striding 
down  from  his  lair  on  Old  Yonge 
Street,  weather  fair  or  foul.  For,  of 
course,  he  must  check  up  on  his 
favourite  soccer  team,  Chelsea. 

When  I  dropped  in  on  him,  he 
and  his  wife  Valerie  were  watching 
the  end  of  a  TV  staging  of  "The 
Importance  of  Being  Earnest" ,  a 
play  famous  for  its  wit  and  style. 
Good  drama  has  always  been  his 
love.  He  recalls  with  pride  his 
series  of  Mac  House  plays  staged 
in  the  unaccommodating  regions 
of  Dunlap  Hall  basement,  now 
known  as  Mac  Study  Hall.  Good 
drama  is  a  play  like  "Arsenic  and 
Old  Lace"  with  Donald  Davis  and 
Michael  Magee  in  the  lead.  Those 
were  busy  days,  splicing  plav  re- 
hearsals into  a  full  year  of  soccer- 
hockey-cricket  coaching.  And  all 
for  a  1937  salary  of  $1,300.  But 


that  was  several  hundred  more 
than  Jack  Wright  earned! 

Dick  Gibb  comes  up  in  all 
Andrean  conversation,  and  Ken 
remembers  him  with  great  respect 
and  affection.  He  was  the  man 
among  S.A.C.  masters  who  should 
have  been  Premier  of  Ontario. 
Other  names  are  fondly  and 
vigorously  recalled,  from  Bob 
Laidlaw  to  Stan  the  Man.  But  Ken 
does  not  live  in  the  past:  son 
Christopher,  a  fine  eccentric  study- 
ing law  at  U.B.C.,  keeps  him  in 
modern  times.  So  Ken  reads  books 
like  "The  Diary  of  Adrian  Mole", 
("what  peculiar  family  situations — 
but  I  finished  it")  and  "Catcher  in 
the  Rve",  ("Lewis  Pitman  is  respon- 
sible for  bringing  S.A.C.  that  book 
with  its  vulgar  language"). 

And  what  of  art?  With  a  work- 
ing wife  (Valerie  is  Headmaster's 
secretary  at  Pickering  College) 
Ken  doesn't  have  the  wheels  to 
drive  out  and  set  up  easel.  When 
spring  comes,  his  garden  is  a 
demanding  mistress,  and  summer 
often  springs  a  visit  to  an  English 
brother  and  the  Isle  of  Wight.  But 
Ken  has  a  list  of  all  paintings  he 
has  sold — in  the  hundreds.  No 
house  is  complete  without  a 
genuine  Ives  on  the  wall — phone 
727-6588  to  view.  He  will  soon  be 
painting  from  his  own  window, 
bulldozers  and  forklifts  rather  than 
birch  trees  and  Muskoka,  for  after 
twenty-five  years  at  the  end  of  the 
line  in  the  former  Ketchum  house, 
he  now  views  expanding  Aurora 
on  three  sides.  But  a  Mac  House 
survivor  can  survive  development. 

The  years  sit  easy  and  happy  on 
Ken — and  Chelsea  is  top  of  the 
league;  well,  almost.

Adele  and  Kingsley  Ward:  a  labour  of 
love  turns  into  a  bestseller 


In  1979,  Kingsley  Ward  sat  re- 
cuperating on  the  patio  of  his 
home  north  of  Richmond  Hill,  a 
pen  and  pad  in  his  hands.  Until 
then  Ward  had  been  an  active 
man;  fisherman,  hunter,  pilot  of 
his  own  small  airplane.  The  son  of 
a  New  Brunswick  farmer  turned 
mill  worker,  Ward  spent  six  years 
as  a  chartered  accountant  at  Price 
Waterhouse  before  striking  out  on 
his  own.  Now  he  owned  part 
interest  in  several  health  care 
companies,  including  Pharmapak, 
a  drug  manufacturer,  and  Ward 
Robertson,  a  chemical  importer. 
Ward  could  give  his  wife  and  two 
children  the  advantages  he  never 
had. 

But  on  a  trip  to  Germany  with 
his  wife,  Adele,  he  suffered  a 
frightening  setback.  Four  years 
earlier  Ward  had  undergone  a 
bypass  operation,  but  in  Germany 
the  replacement  artery  collapsed 
and  he  was  rushed  back  to  Canada 
for  a  second  operation. 


Ward  began  thinking  about  his 
family  and  what  would  happen  if 
he  were  to  die  before  his  time.  "I 
found  that  the  only  terrible  fact 
about  dying,"  he  says,  "was  that 
you  might  leave  behind  people 
who  needed  your  assistance  grow- 
ing up."  His  daughter  planned  to 
be  a  teacher,  and  his  15-year-old 
son,  Kingsley  Jr.,  hoped  for  a 
business  career. 

So  Ward  began  to  write.  He 
penned  a  series  of  letters  over 
three  years  on  business  and  life 
that  his  son  could  later  turn  to.  He 
imagined  his  son's  future — univer- 
sity, joining  the  family  business, 
and  his  father's  own  retirement. 
Ward  instructed  his  son  on  form- 
ing partnerships,  the  value  of  good 
employees,  and  the  dangers  of 
stress.  With  affection  and  occa- 
sional sarcasm,  he  set  down  lessons 
based  on  prudence,  common 
sense,  and  honesty,  all  fueled  by 
old  fashioned  entrepreneurial  spirit 

"I  thought  they  were  fantastic," 
his  wife  Adele  remembers.  "I  said, 
'King,  please  let  me  publish  them. 
I  think  you  should  share  them — 
they  give  back  to  life.'  But  he  was 
opposed  to  it.  He  didn't  think  that 
what  he  had  to  say  to  his  children 
should  become  public  knowledge." 

Ward's  word  was  final,  so  the 
letters  sat  until  he  met  business 
consultant  Bob  Proctor.  Proctor 
read  the  letters  and  wanted  them 
for  his  business  seminars.  Ward 
agreed.  As  she  began  to  edit  the 
letters,  Adele  once  again  worked 
on  weakening  her  husband's  re- 
solve. "If  s  not  my  style  to  be 
negative,"  he  says.  "I  just  pick  my 
slots  and  go  after  them,  and  pub- 
lishing wasn't  one  of  them." 

Finally,  he  agreed  and  Adele 
became  the  book's  editor  and 
publisher.  "This  was  a  labour  of 
love,"  says  Adele,  who  had  worked 
in  advertising  and  at  CBC.  From 


her  home,  she  formed  a  company. 
By  last  May,  after  investing  about 
$i8,000,  she  had  5,000  copies  of 
Letters  of  a  Businessman  to  his  Sou. 
The  striking  dust  jacket,  a  royal 
blue  with  gold  letters,  gave  the 
book  a  sense  of  richness  and  class. 

She  bombarded  the  media  with 
promotional  material  and  landed 
her  husband  on  several  radio  inter- 
view shows.  Peter  Newman  men- 
tioned the  book  in  a  Maclean's 
column  on  the  best  business  books 
of  the  summer,  and  listeners  and 
readers  began  to  inquire  about  the 
book  in  stores.  Adele  already  had 
approached  major  bookstore  chains, 
unaware  of  the  difficulty  small 
publishers  face  getting  a  book  on 
the  shelves.  After  Classic  Book- 
shops had  some  inquiries,  head 
book  buyer  Anne  Garner  decided 
to  test  the  title  in  six  Toronto 
stores.  "I  expected  it  would  sell," 
she  recounts.  "I  didn't  expect  it  to 
sell  as  well  as  it  has." 

Approaching  the  country's  in- 
dependent bookstores,  Adele 
made  her  only  major  error.  She 
offered  them  a  10  percent  discount 
rather  than  the  usual  40  percent. 
But  an  apology  brought  the  orders 
in,  with  one  independent  Toronto 
store  selling  out  three  orders  in 
quick  succession.  Ecstatic,  Adele 
sent  the  store  manager  a  dozen 
roses.  "I  knew  then  she  didn't 
understand  about  the  bottom  line," 
Ward  laughs. 

He  wasn't  laughing  on  the 
morning  of  Sept.  1,  when  he 
opened  his  copy  of  the  Sunday 
Star.  There  on  the  bestseller  list 
was  Letters  in  the  number  eight 
spot.  A  fluke?  The  book  wasn't 
even  in  Coles  yet,  the  country's 
largest  chain.  But  the  next  week 
Letters  moved  up  to  number 
seven. 

Meanwhile,  a  New  York  pub- 
lishing consultant  who  had  noticed

Do  such  scenes  as  these  justify 
explain  the  time  and  effort  required 
of  a  First  team  hockey  plaver?  I 
think  not.  Thev  are  great  fun  to 
live  out  and  certainly  great  fun  to 
describe  in  retrospect,  but  they 
don't  tell  the  whole  story.  The 
memories  of  past  triumphs  pro- 
vide the  lure  and  the  focus  for  the 
season's  efforts.

who  lose  their  concentration  or  to 
those  who  are  perhaps  struck  by  a 


bout  of  selfishness — a  foolish 
penalty,  a  power-play  goal  against. 
Hockey,  like  most  team  sports  is 
rich  in  lessons.  Our  program  is 
about  teaching  those  lessons.  We 
have  a  big  test  next  week  -  the 
Hounds  are  back  in  town.  We  will 
be  well  prepared.

brewery  with  stock  received  almost 
daily  publicity  in  newspapers,  and 
Brickman's  brewery  was  virtually 
under  siege  until  the  Big  Three 
settled  their  labour  problems. 

Capacity  has  since  doubled  and 
could  go  to  five  times  what  it  is, 
although  Brickman  would  like  to 
stop  at  around  an  annual  300,000 
cases.  He  wants  to  keep  the  feel- 
ing of  a  small  brewery  and  knows 
that  if  he  began  to  take  bites  from 
the  giants'  sales,  rather  than 
nibbling  round  the  edges  of  their 
volume,  they  could  retaliate. 

Instead,  he  plans  to  keep  his 
brewery's  identitv  largelv  as  it  is. 
He  has  adopted  a  1950s-style 
bottle,  copied  from  original  draw- 
ings, to  set  his  product  apart  from 
the  mainstream  beers,  and  also 
from  those  packaged  in  Heineken- 
lookalike  containers. 

"For  Christmas  we  plan  to 
launch  a  bock,"  he  says,  "and  we 
might  add  other  beer  styles  later. 
But  we'll  never  be  a  company  with 
three  different  lagers  on  the 
shelves." 

He  appreciates  Belgian  beers  in 
all  their  different  types,  which 
gives  some  idea  of  the  direction 
he  might  take.  Ales  are  not  his 
favourites,  which  probably  rules 
them  out  from  Brick's  future  roster, 
although  ale,  with  a  three-day 
brewing  time,  is  very  simple  to 
make. 

He  is  not  worried  about  the 
emergence  of  other  small  breweries 
in  Ontario  nor  of  pub  breweries 
like  British  Columbia's.  As  the 
cottage  wineries  have  found,  good 
products  sell,  and  a  certain  amount 
of  competition  only  boosts  drinkers' 
interest.  Pocket-sized  breweries,  in 
addition,  will  tend  to  serve  local 
markets  rather  than  step  on  each 
others'  toes. 


Competitors,  however,  won't 
have  a  wart-hog  on  their  labels. 
And  why  a  wart-hog,  again? 

"Well  I  was  visiting  some  friends 
of  mine  who  were  working  with 
wildlife  up  the  Amazon,"  Brickman 
explains.  "And  there  was  this 
wart-hog.  .  ." 

Perhaps  we  should  finish  here. 
After  all,  if  s  a  long  story.

the  book  at  the  Canadian  Book- 
sellers Association  convention  sent 
a  copy  to  a  friend,  Jan  Whitford, 
editorial  director  of  Collins  Pub- 
lishing in  Toronto.  She  pressed 
the  book  on  her  president,  Nick 
Harris,  a  man  in  his  40s  with  a 
son  of  his  own.  Collins  then  made 
the  unusual  offer  to  buy  the 
Canadian  rights  to  a  book  already 
published.
